THE CITY AND THE COUNTRY 
T 


HK more daylight scheme seems in ;i fair way to become as 
much execrated in (be country as it is welcome in the city. 


In this country we arrive at the public will by the ex- 


pression of the press and the utterance- of views by those with 
whom we come in contact. By this token "more daylight" is al- 
together welcome in town. By the same token, in so far as we can 
rui^e, it is altogether unpopular in the country, or if it be not it 
is soon to ^e made so. A fight bus sprung up in congress over the 
subject by a rider to the agricultural bill, which provides for the 
repeal of the measure by which the clock was arbitrarily shoved 
ahead for one hour for six months of the yenv. How much farmers 
personally-had to do with the introduction of the rider doesn't 
appear anymore that it was evident who was backing the orig- 
inal enactment. Probably, it was some society, or a few gentlemen, 
who just as in the other instance, are acting on their own propcn- 
silv. it being their effort to undo novel things, Ihe same as the 
(,ihcr fellows arc prone to do them. \Vho started the fight, though, 


i> nn longer of consequence. It is now an issue oti the surface, at 
leiisi. between country and city, the former standing for repcp.l 
and ihe Inner against jioth are moving upon congress with all the 
enginery and influences at their separate command, the first with
